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DETAILED ACTION 

This application filed January 31, 2002, is a continuation in part of application 
09/295,849, filed April 21, 1999, now abandoned. 

Applicants' amendment filed August 5, 2004, has been received and entered. Claims 1- 
70, 78, 125 and 126 have been canceled. Claims 141 and 142 have been added. Claims 71, 85, 
86, 99, 105, 1 1 1 and 133 have been amended. Claims 71-77, 79-124, 127-142 are pending . 

Election/Restriction 

It is noted that Applicant's election of Group II, drawn to methods and compositions for 
pest control wherein NPF peptides are administered to pests via recombinant cells expressing the 
peptides with traverse was acknowledged. The election of a species of NPF polypeptide was 
withdrawn because it was not considered to be an undue burden to examine the genus of NPF 
peptides taught in the specification. Newly added claims 141 and 142 are encompassed by the 
elected invention. Claims 71-77, 79-124, 127-142 are pending and currently under examination. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The cancellation of claims 125 and 126 has obviated the rejection of record. The instant 
amendments to the claims has not raised any new rejections, and simply more clearly defines the 
claimed invention. The specific SEQ ID NOs are free of the art of record recited and 
encompassed by the claims are free of the art of record. The present disclosure is the first to 
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identify and describe these polynucleotide sequences as providing pesticidal peptides. Further, 
the in light of the teachings in the specification and the art of record, these sequences can be used 
as expression vectors to produce the pesticidal peptides or as delivery vehicles for expression of 
the vectors in a variety of different host cells.
